Terrorists struck in the center of 
Tel 
Aviv 
today, 
exploding 
two 
bombs near the main bus depot 
crowded with Israeli holiday-goers. 
The bold attack came only hours 
after the 
renewal of the U.S.- 
initiated cease-fire in the Middle 
East. 
The Israeli State Radio said one 
person was killed and 34 others 
wounded, five of them seriously in 
the explosions near the bus station 
in downtown Tel Aviv. 
A high-ranking police officer said 
the two bombs, consisting of about 
half a pound of explosives each, 
exploded almost simultaneously. The 
radio said police and security men 
battled youths who tried to lynch 
Arab commuters passing through 
the station. 
The Arab-Israeli cease-fire lines, 
however, remained silent with both 
sides agreeing to an extension of the 
truce past the Thursday midnight 
deadline (5p.m. EST). Israel has set 
no time limit, but said it will not 
shoot first. 
Egypt said today it will not extend 
the cease-fire beyond Feb. 3. Jordan 
also said 
it will abide by the 
extension, recommended in an Afro- 
A sian 
re s o lu tio n 
a p p ro v e d 
Wednesday by the U N. General 
Assembly. 
The high-ranking police officer in 
Tel Aviv said a delivery truck 
parked illegally near a movie house 
apparently 
prevented 
a 
heavier 
casualty toll in today’s explosions 
because it acted as a shield against 
the flying shrapnel. 
The bus station was crowded with 
workers leaving for the long Jewish 
weekend which begins at lunchtime 
on Friday. A similar bomb explosion 
at the same bus station about two 
years ago killed one person and 
injured several dozen more. 
The entire area was immediately 
sealed off. 
Witnesses said many 
Arabs were taken into custody for 
questioning 
or 
for 
their 
own 
protection. They said the mood of 
the crowd was “ extremely angry.’’ 
The terrorist attack came shortly 
before 
the return 
to 
Israel of 
Premier Golda Meir from visits to 
the 
United States, 
Canada 
and 
Britain. 
Mrs. Meir told an airport news 
conference that what happens on the 
Egyptian side of the Suez Canal will 
decide whether Israel abides with 
the standstill clause in the renewed 
three-month cease-fire. 


She also reaffirmed that Israel 
would not agree to resume peace 
talks in New York under U N. 
mediator Gunnar V. Jarring until 
Egypt removes the Soviet-built an­ 
tiaircraft missiles Israel charges 
were moved closer to the Suez Canal 
inside the standstill zone during the 
cease-fire which began on Aug. 7. 


Jordan s new Premier, Wasfi Tel, 
said in an interview with a Beirut 
newspaper that he expected war 
would be the only way for the Arabs 
to recover territory occupied by 
Israel in the 1967 war. He said the 
Jordanian government “ accepted 
peaceful settlement, but I assure 
you, 
peaceful 
settlement is not 
possible.” 


Tel said he “ certainly” expected 
another war with Israel but warned 
against rash and useless actions by 
the Arabs,

Jules Berman might turn over 
El Capitan for oil development 


Stymied by county voters who in a 
referendum election Tuesday voided 
the plans for a large new residential 
community in agricultural lands 
west of Santa Barbara, millionaire 
land developer Jules Berman said 
Thursday he may turn over his El 
Capitan Ranch for oil development 
purposes. 
The Beverly Hills man said he 
“ might sign” a lease with Texaco 
Co. for exploration and production 
of oil. 
County planning officials said the 
present 
U-unlimited 
agricultural 
district zoning on the 3,638-acre 
ranch evidently allows such uses, 
but not processing plants. 
Berman appeared to be out of 
patience with county voters who had 
defeated his plans for what he said 
was 
a 
blue-ribbon, 
planned 
community complete with a multi­ 
million dollar recreational complex. 
He said he felt “ crushed” by the 
decisive vote against his project on 
scenic, ocean view lands along U.S. 
101 near El Capitan State Beach 
Park. 
Berman had lost out after a 
running battle with conservation 
forces, 
planning 
and 
women’s 
groups, 
and UC Santa 
Barbara 
students. The opponents had based 
their objections on the fact that the 
project would violate the county 
general plan showing land uses for 
the 
ranch 
as 
agricultural 
and 


recreational at this time. 
The 46,861 no vote to 33,833 yes 
vote voided a Board of Supervisors 
ordinance last May to rezone the 
property to planned residential and 
recreational. 
The 
zoning 
now 
reverts back to the 
U district 
allowing dwellings on 10-acre sites. 
A county planner hearing about 
Berman's statement commented: 
“This is not what he said he 
wanted to do. He said he wanted to 
make 
a 
nice 
development 
out 
there.” 
The planning aide pointed out 
Berman still has the option of 
recording a subdivision map calling 
for development of part of the ranch 
on 10-acre building sites, or allowing 
it 
to' lapse. 
Supervisors 
have 
approved a tentative map as an 
“ insurance plan” for Berman, at 
Berman’s request. 
Berman 
said 
“ maybe 
people 
would rather see oil tanks on the 
ranch than a polo field.” He was 
referring 
to 
the 
recreational 
complex 
including 
golf 
course, 
camp sites and cabins, and a lake. It 
is not known whether he will go 
through with such plans, now that 
the community project has been 
defeated. 
Berman said he was not sure what 
he could do with the ranch now. 
“ Anyone who thinks I will open it for 
grazing is out of their minds,” he 
declared. 


“ Berman, 
developer 
of 
Lake 
Arrowhead and Huntington Beach, 
bought the ranch five years ago for a 
reputed $4.2 million. He says he has 
invested a considerable additional 
sum in it since then.

21. of Seattle, 
pulled off the longest in 
terms of distance and one of 
the most bizarre hijackings 
in the history of air piracy. 
He was not on trial for the 
hijacking since Italy has no 
law covering air piracy.

Italian police official after

imprisoned for 20 years or 
more.

and hopefully voluntary change. A 
contributing lactor to one's growth 
in a T-group situation is the art of 
constructive feed-back from one's 
group peers ' 


There are. he noted, universal 
group characteristics. One can find 
the tollowing things in all groups he 
declared; "the factor of exclusion 
and inclusion — who is or is not a 
group member; what is the price of 
membership in a group''; affection; 
ground rule controls — what roles 
are assumed 
by an 
idea 
man, 
evaluator, influencer or reactor?; 
degree of trust which ultimately 
intluences the range and depth of 
group participation; disclosure of 
relevant data and the rate of data 
How; and "team building" based on 
the group's goals." 


,A member of National Training 
Laboratories of NEA, the speaker 
stressed that sensitivity training is 
volitional 
activity. 
"Sensitivity 
training IS the basic course which 
may be built upon by attendance at 
advanced laboratory situations in a

"Some advanced lab experiences

labs. Sensitivity is a learning model 
and IS definitely not a .specialized 
theory, as medical group therapy.

offering guidance to a group, must 
exhibit both training and intuition.

About the weather 


A Nimbus-4 w eather satellite is taking .Mt. Rainier's 
tem perature eight tim es a week as it passes 680 m iles 
high over Washington State. 
Not that the dormant volcano is about to erupt. 
G eologists are m erely keeping an eye on certain “ hot 
sp ots” at the peak of the 14,410-foot mountain. 
Mt. Rainier has exhibited just enough physical change 
in recent years to warrant being watched, .says the U.S. 
■Geological Survey. 
A 
m ajor warm ing trend could 
conceivably m elt glacier ice, with resultant flooding in 
the valleys. 
Keeping tabs on a volcano’s tem perature is only one 
exam ple of how space satellites, whose launching once 
m ade 
headlines 
around 
the 
world, 
have 
becom e 
indispensable scientific tools. 
They have also proved of incalculable benefit to all 
mankind. 
Over the past 10 years, m eteorological .satellites have 
helped prevent countless los.ses of life through advance 
warning of storm s, as in last vear’s great Hurricane 
C am ille. 
Since 1966, no m ajor storm anywhere on earth has 
gone undetected. Airlines, shipping and other weather- 
sensitive com m erical enterprises routinely use data 
from weather .satellites. 
Say what you will about the “ w aste 
of spending 
billions of dollars to put men on the moon It was the 
m om entum of the excitem ent of the space race lyes, 
kids, people actually u.sed to get excited about space i 
which spurred the developm ent of the less glam orous 
workhorse satellites. 
^ But .speaking of weather .satellites and storm s like 
C am ille, .science still runs up against one thing no 
instrum ents can predict — the behavior of human 
beings, .some of whom won't budge 
com e hell or high

water. 
H urricane Cam ille, which 
roared out of the Gulf of 
M exico on the night of Aug. 17, 1969, was one of the m ost 
powerful storm s ever to strike the U.S. coastline. 
In the Gulf Coast strip which caught the hurricane’s 
full fury, 146 persons died and 28 others are still listed as 
m issing. More than 75,000 people fled to safety. Most 
hom es and businesses w ere dam aged or destroyed. 
Yet one of the m ost puzzling questions left in the wake 
of the storm w as why perhaps 28 per cent of the people in 
that area chose to ignore W eather Bureau pleas to 
evacuate. 
Two m em bers of the M ississippi State U niversity 
Science 
R esearch 
Center 
tried 
to 
find 
out 
why. 
Sociologists Dr. Kenneth P. Wilkinson and P eggy J. Ross 
interviewed 384 heads of households in a 45-m ile ribbon 
of shoreland where C am ille did her worst. 
Of the 384 people, 107 chose to sit out the hurricane, 
even though they w ere generally an older, stable, well- 
educated and experienced population, aw are that the 
hurricane w as classified as “extrem ely dangerous.” 
The sociologists suggest that som e of the hesitation 
about leaving m ay have been because people did’t know 
their hom e’s height above sea level, even though m ost of 
them had lived in the area for years, and couldn’t judge 
the danger of a 20-foot tidal surge. Another possible 
reason w as “ an ill-defined fear” that their abandoned 
hom es would be looted. 
One attitude difficult to m easure w as fatalism among 
the elderly. A few people expressed the feeling that if the 
hurricane took their hom es and 
belongings, they would 
just as soon go, too. 
. 
In other words, the sociologists wound up with m ore 
questions than answ ers about why different people 
behave differently during a tim e of com m on danger

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Note of smear 


WASHINGTON — By an accident 
of the calendar H alloween coincided 
with the end of a political cam paign 
cursed by the w itches and goblins of 
fear and hate. The fright m asks and 
the freak w igs scarcely 
concealed 
the reality of a political attack 
based on distortion and distrust. 
The last - minute 
assault 
broadcast 
under the auspices 
of Carl L. Shipley, 
R e p u b l i c a n 
n a t i o n a l 
com m itteem an 
for 
th e 
D i s t r i c t 
of 
Columbia, used all 
\ i

the 
d evices 
from 
^ 
^ 
quotations taken out 
o f 
c o n t e x t 
to 
^ 
d o w n r i g h t 
untruths. Appearing 
in 
61 new spapers 
across the country, 
it w as tailored to 
sm ear D em ocratic

dozen 
states. The cost could have 
been hardly less than $125,000, 
raising an interesting question as to 
the source of the m oney. 
Taxed with using this kind of 
assault, those em ploying it in the 
cam paign now ended 
offered an 
extraordinary justification. We are 
doing, they say, the sam e thing that 
Harry Truman 
did in 1948. 
It has 
been a give - ’em - hell cam paign 
m odeled after the crusty warrior 
from 
M issouri 
who 
fooled 
the 
pundits and the pollsters. This w as 
the line of V ice - President Agnew 
and it has been parrotted by lesser 
lights. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. In the 31,700 m iles of his 
w histle - stop cam paign Truman 
ham m ered hard at the issues. Those 
who traveled with him through the 
cam paign 
recall that he rarely 
m e n t i o n e d 
h is 
R e p u b l i c a n 
opponent, 
Thom as E. D ew ey, and 
then 
half-hum orously 
to jibe at 
D ew ey’s confidence in the certainty 
of victory. 
Truman 
did give ’em hell — he 
did tell the ever-larger crow ds that 
cam e out to hear him that they had 
to choose betw een 
prosperity 
for 
workers and 
farm ers under the 
D em ocrats and the special interests 
in 
th e 
R e p u b l i c a n 
p a r t y 
r e p r e s e n t i n g 
b a n k e r s 
a n d 
industrialists. His blunt warning to 
the voters w as that if they did not 
com e out and work for him they 
deserved what they would get under 
t h e 
R e p u b l i c a n s . 
In 
h i s 
autobiography Truman wrote: 
“ I also clarified the issues which 
the 
Republicans 
were 
trying 
to 
m ake com plex for the voters. 
I 
talked to them as human 
beings 
with 
real needs and the cost of 
living. 
I 
treated 
them 
not 
like 
cro w d s 
of 
p eop le 
but 
like 
businessm en. 
Tenant 
farm ers, 
housew ives, 
m arried 
veterans, 
l a b o r i n g 
m e n . 
t e a c h e r s 
— 
individuals with interests for whom 
I. 
as President, 
had 
a 
genuine 
concern. ” 
This is just what the D em ocrats 
have failed to do in 1970. They have 
with rare exceptions been put on the 
d efen siv e 
by

R epublican 
strategy 
of

highly 
em otional 
attack. 
In 
many 
instances 
they 
spent their tim e fending off the 
Nixon - Agnew allegation that the 
D em ocrats 
and 
the 
D em ocrats 
alone were responsible for crim e, 
student unrest, arson, bombing and 
the whole w itches’ brew of turm oil 
and trouble. 
T h e 
a n a l o g y 
b e t w e e n

A 
President 
in office can 
set the 
national 
tone and get nationwide 
publicity, as Mr. Nixon has done, 
while the opposition party fights 50

w ays. Y et,looking back at the record 
of 1948, 
the m edia gave Truman 
scant attention, convinced he was a 
loser. He did it him self by a fierce, 
unrem itting cam paign on the issues 
as he oversim plified them . 


Som e D em ocratic cam paigners, 
notable G eorge M cGovern of South 
Dakota and Harold Hughes of Iowa 
as they barnstorm ed for fellow 
D em ocrats in a num ber of states, 
talked about the country’s urgent 
needs 
in 
education 
health care, 
housing, and the grow ing threat of 
inflation and unem ploym ent. 
But 
this 
seem s 
to 
have 
been 
the 
exception rather than the rule. 
There have been dirty cam paigns 
in the past. In 1884 D em ocrats in the 
t o r c h l i g h t 
p a r a d e s 
c h a n t e d , 
“ Blaine, 
Blaine, 
continental 
liar 
from the state of Maine.” attacking 


the Republican candidate for a bond 
scandal. The Republicans 
sang, 
“ m a. m a, w here’s m y pa 
Gone to 
the White House, ha, ha, h a.” This 
w as 
an 
allusion 
to 
G rover 
C leveland’s illegitim ate child. 


That w as in a sim pler tim e long 
before 
A m ericans 
becam e 
the 
w orld’s m ost - powerful nation. And 
it w as long before the electronic 
m edia with a 30-second spot could 
reach an infinitely larger audience 
than the torchlight paraders.
